Within the Foreign Office, the Dominions Office and their successor Offices senior gradings 
remained relatively unchanged until the last decade of the twentieth century; the Permanent 
Under-Secretary, Deputy Under-Secretaries and Assistant Under-Secretaries. 


Deputy Under-Secretaries and Assistant Under-Secretaries. The first Assistant Under-Secretary 
appointed on a permanent basis in the Foreign Office was James Murray in 1858; the first 
Deputy Under-Secretary Sir Victor Wellesley in 1925. It has been particularly difficult to identify 
specific departmental/geographical responsibilities of the holders of these posts prior to the 
Second World War. Far fewer officials at those grades existed before 1939 and their 
responsibilities were therefore usually much wider in scope than latterly. In addition the 
responsibilities assigned to a particular senior official were subject to alteration and variation. 

I have listed Deputy and Assistant Under-Secretaries up to 1945 whilst attempting to indicate 
areas of specific responsibility where possible. The posts of Deputy Under-Secretary and of 
Assistant Under-Secretary have now been retitled as Director-General and Director respectively. 


Foreign Office Heads of Department. Until 1919 heads of department within the Foreign Office 
were Senior Clerks. In some cases, prior to World War One, Departments were headed for a 
period of time by an official with the rank of Acting Senior Clerk. 

After the merger of the Foreign Office and the Diplomatic Service heads of department were 
briefly given the grade of Assistant Secretary but then were given the rank of Counsellor. 

Heads of Departments within the Dominions Office and its successors were Assistant Secretaries, 
in line with practice in the Home Civil Service. 

I have included many-but not all-of the departmental heads within the Foreign Office up to 1965 
and the Foreign and Commonwealth Office thereafter. In general Departments are arranged by 
date of establishment within the broad groupings used in, for example, the Plowden Report of 
1964. The exception is the arrangement of Departments dealing with Geographical areas of 
responsibility which are grouped together by continent to provide a more logical overview. 


Over the past ten to fifteen years there have been a very considerable number of changes within 
the FCO to the names and functions of most departments reflecting changes in the international 
situation and in management practice. In some cases departments were initially established as 
Units and subsequently renamed. The bewildering nature and rapidity of these changes have 
created a severe challenge to the chronological tracing of responsibilities attempted in this 
Directory. It must be noted therefore that coverage of the departmental structure of the FCO 
since 2006 is at best patchy.

NOTE: 


Between 1963 and 1968 the responsibilities of the Deputy and Assistant Under-Secretaries at the 
Commonwealth Relations Office(Commonwealth Office from 1966) changed regularly. These 
changes were the consequence of the rapidly evolving nature of the Commonwealth as more of 
Britain’s former colonies were granted independence, of the increasing importance given to 
economic development and aid and of the merger of the Colonial Office with the Commonwealth 
Relations Office in 1966. In addition, the Dominions Office and Colonial Office List(1925-1947) is 
silent on the specific departmental responsibilities of the Assistant Secretaries serving in the 
Dominions Office. It is extremely difficult therefore to produce any form of meaningful and 
consistent list of postholders with areas of responsibility. These lists therefore should be treated 
with considerable caution during this period and cannot claim to be definitive.

The sections of the Directory dealing with the British colonies include information on both 
Colonial Governors and on Colonial Secretaries. 

Colonial Secretaries should not be confused with the Secretary of State for the Colonies-the 
political head of the Colonial Office. The Colonial Secretary of a colony was the chief 
administrative office to the Governor and would serve as Acting Governor in the absence on 
leave of the Governor or during the interim between the departure of a Governor and the arrival 
of his successor. In colonies which became internally self-governing this official was renamed the 
Chief Secretary. In the years immediately before the granting of independence to a colony the post 
was often renamed again as Lieutenant-Governor. 

The office of Lieutenant-Governor was, however, used throughout the period of this Directory in 
Malta and, at various times in Ceylon and the Straits Settlements. It was also used in a number of 
colonies before the office was raised to Governor status. 

I believe that this is the first time that an attempt has been made to list all Colonial Secretaries. 


Although in the interests of continuity the Governors-General of the Dominions: Australia, Canada 
New Zealand and South Africa have been listed these individuals have not been included in 
Section E.

NOTE: 


The Colonial Office List(Dominions and Colonial Office List from 1925 to 1947) is an immensely 
valuable resource. There are however two particular problems which have made my research 
difficult. Unlike the Foreign Office List, the Colonial Office List’s biographical section gives no 
indication of the departmental responsibilities of the Senior Clerks/Assistant Secretaries. These 
responsibilities can be identified from the information contained in the Lists in a given year but 
the exact dates when an individual took up or left the post within the Colonial Office is not clear. 
In addition, the Colonial Office List was not published between 1941 and 1945 or in 1947. This has 
made it almost impossible to identify Heads of Department during the Second World War.
